DOES ONE HAVE TO BE IN 
THE CHUR CH TO BE SAVED ?

"Who (God) hath delivered 
us from the power of darkness 
and hath translated us into the 
kingdom of his dear Son: (Col. 
1:13). Two relationships 
set forth in this portion of holy 
scripture. Every responsible 
person sustains one of these 
two relationships. "The power 
of darkness" refers to the state 
one is in before he becomes a 
Christian. This relationship 
described by many different 
terms in the word of God. 
failure to recognize this truth 
has led many souls into gross 
error. The Holy Spirit evident- 
ly anticipated such error when 
He, through Paul, wrote the 
Colossian epistle . 

Paul told these Colossian 
brethren that they were in the 
kingdom of God's dear Son. 
But, he also told them they 
were 'in Christ' (Col. 1:2). Does 
this mean that they were sus- 
taining two distant relation- 
ships? No indeed, but, their 
one relationship is described 
by two expressions. From this 
truth we learn the obvious 
truth that to be in Christ is 
the same as being in his king- 
dom. It should not be argued 
that these brethren were going 
to be in his kingdom, because 
they were then in it. The king- 
dom of Christ existed when 
Paul wrote the Colossian let- 
It is sometimes insisted that it 
does not make any difference 
whether one is in the church 
or not, just so he is in the king 
dom. However, Paul shows ir 
the Colossian epistle that to b( 
in the kingdom is to be in the 
church. He, wrote, "And let 
the peace of God rule in your 
hearts, to the which also ye 
are called in one body: and be 
ye thankful." (Col. 3:15). Their 
being in the one body, meant 
that they were in the one 
church, the Lord's church for, 
". . . He is the head of the 
body, the church: . . ." (Col. 
1:18). Therefore, they were in 
the church if they were in the 
body. Remember also, he said 
they were in the kingdom. 
This does not mean, however, 
that they were in two different 
institutions ,but rather, 
means that the expression, 
"the church" and the expres- 
sion, "the kingdom of God's 
dear son," refer to the same 
relationship. Obviously, then, 
the church and the kingdom 
are the same thing. One can- 
not say he is in the kingdom 
of Christ without being in his 
church. He who does not be- 
lieve this, does not believe the 
Bible! 

Someone else insist 
does not make any difference 
whether one is in the church 
or not, just so he is a blood 
bought person. However, the 
truth of the matter is that one 
cannot be a blood bought per- 
son without being in the 
church of the Lord. His church 
is not a denomination, nor any 
part of one. One cannot be in 
a denomination, and at the 
same time be subject to Christ. 
The Colossians were in the 
church, or kingdom, and this 
relationship is described with 
the expression, "in Christ" 
Paul said of those who were 
in this relationship, "In whom 
(Christ) we have redemption 
through his blood, even the 



forgiveness of sins" (Col. 1:14) 
Who are the blood bought, or 
blood washed? The answer is: 
those in the Lord's church, or 
kingdom! The Colossians had 
to get into Christ (into His 
kingdom) before they could be 
washed in the blood of the 
Lamb. That is why the word of 
God says, ". . . and the Lord 
added to the church daily such 
as should be saved." (Acts 2: 
47) They were added to the 
church, or added to the Lord, 
when they gladly received His 
word and were baptized into 
Christ. (Acts 2:41; Rom. 6:3) 
For this reason God's word 
says that baptism is for the 
remission of sins (Acts 2:38), 
and that baptism saves us (1 
Pet. 3:21). By being baptized 
we get into Christ, or into His 
body which is His church, 
where His blood washes our 
sins away. Because of these 
truths we must conclude that 
one does have to be in the 
church to be saved. Do not say 
that this scribe said that, say 
that God said it! Because of 
the foregoing truths we can 
better appreciate why Saul of 
Tarsus was told to "arise and 
be baptized, and wash away 
thy sins" (Acts 22:16); and 
why the Samaritans believed 
and were baptized (Acts 8:12); 
and why the Ethiopian eunuch 
desired to be, and was bap- 
tized in the water he and the 
.preacher discovered on the 
way from Jerusalem to Gaza 
(Acts 8:36-40), and why, "many 
of the Corinthians hearing, be- 
lieved and were baptized" 
(Acts 18:8). All gospel preach- 
ers still insist that people be 
baptized in to Christ where 
they can be washed in the 
fountain filled with blood 
which flowed from Emman- 
uel's Veins. Christ said, "He 
that believeth and is baptized 
shall be saved" (Mark 16:16). 
If one will carefully read the 
Colossian epistle he will learn 
that responsible people must 
be in the Lord's church to be 
saved. If one can be saved 
without being baptized into 
Christ, and thus being in the 
Lord's church, he can be saved 
without the blood of Christ, 
thinks that the forego- 
"Campbellite Doctrine," 
he should show which of the 
scriptures quoted in this ar- 
ticle were written by Alexan- 
der Campbell, or any other 
Campbell. If God did not mean 
what He said, then it does not 
make any difference whether 
i the Lord's church or 
does not make any 
difference whether one is bap- 
tized into Christ or not. But, 
surely as God meant 
what he said, it does make 
difference. And the differ- 
ce amounts to the difference 
between being saved from sin, 
and being lost in sin: the dif- 
ference between hell and heav- 
Reader, which do you 
choose? "And He commanded 
them to be baptized in the 
name of the Lord" (Acts 10: 
48). There is just one way for 
one to dispose of this com- 
mand of God; not by arguing 
that it is not essential, but by 
obeying it. Dear friend, have 
you been baptized into Christ? 
If you have not been, you 
have not been washed in the 
blood of the Lamb.
